THERE is little, unhappily, to add to what we said last 
veck by way of estimate—or, rather, prognostication —of the

of the Passfield White Paper. When the Government invited 
ihe Zionist Organisation to confer with it upon that docu- 
ment, we objected that it was impossible, having regard to

ment which from end to end of Jewry has been condemned as 
ne of the worst blows the movement has sustained. We 
‘sere met on that point by Dr. WEIZMANN who, in the 
course of a public statement, specifically promised that he 
vould not enter into any discussion with the Government on 
‘he basis of the White Paper. He, moreover, intimated that 
he would demand its absolute withdrawal. Dr. WEIZMANN’S 
sseverations to this effect are only a few weeks old and will be 
esh in the minds of our readers. Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD’'S 
‘letter indicates the entire failure of Dr. WEIZMANN in both 
respects mentioned. Moreover, it shows clearly the extent to 
whieh he has been true to his pledged word. For it is simply 
mpossible to conclude that such a _ Jetter could have 
heen written by the Prime MINISTER to DR. WEIZMANN 
‘1S @ result of the negotiations between the Zionist Organi- 
“tion and the Government, unless the negotiations were,

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR.

MONTH or two ago, the Congregation at Upper Berkeley 

Street discussed the question of the Barmitzrah ceremony. 

It appears that originally the Congregation decided to 

eliminate the celebration. But a few years ago that 
\ecision was reversed in the case of lads whose parents so desired, 
and although there is no” calling’ to the Law in that Synagogue. it 
as arranged that boys on attaining the age of thirteen should be 
permitted to read from the Séplicr Torah a section of the portion 
ssigned for the day. At the Reform Synagogue, what is known as 
ne three-years cycle prevails. That is to say, the Five Books of 
‘he Pentateuch are read in the course of three years instead of 
ne year, Which is the practice at Orthodox Congregations. The 
privilege of Barnutsvah thus instituted was, I am told, so far 
.ppreciated that quite a number of lads read—at the Reform 
synagogue they do not intone the Reading of the Law—their 
Rarmitzvah section. But recently, as has been remarked in the 
-olumns of this paper, a movement was set on foot for deferring the 
HRarmitzvah ceremony until its subjects had reached an older age 
than thirteen years. It was argued that at that time of their 
‘ives they were still religiously immature—that a lad of thirteen 
vears could not be expected to know and understand and appre 
ciate not alone the value of the celebration, but the meaning of 
the religious doctrines which its observance implied, and to which 
the young lads proclaimed their allegiance. It was, moreover, 
argued that in point of fact, lads of that age had not as a rule. 
had the education and the training necessary for acquainting 
them with the principles of our faith, with the history of our 
people, and with the precise position which Judaism adopts 
in the religious world of humanity. To allow a lad to undertake a 
solemn obligation in reference to something of which he is 
essentially ignorant, were not alone undesirable in itself, but 
hound to bring the Synagogue which countenances it into disrepute. 


ALTHOUGH IT WILL BE OBVIOUS that there is much to be said for 
the contention of those who objected to the Barmitzvah of boys at 
the age of thirteen, there are two considerations which seem to 
have been left out of purview by those who raised them. One is 
that there is after all, in the average cases, no reason why, by 
‘he time a youth reaches the age of thirteen, he should not 
have gathered sufficient knowledge and understanding of the faith 
‘oto which he was born to enable him quite consistently, 
and fully conscientiously, to make the virtual asseveration which 
‘he Barmitsvah ceremony involves. 
of the training of the thild. If those responsible for it, or who regulate 
‘t. so wish and contrive, there is nothing usually in the age of the 
Rarmitevah which should necessarily preclude his ‘acquaintance 
with the principles of the Jewish religion, with a fair knowledge of 
Jewish history, and which properly guided, will not educe in him that 
sentiment which the Barmitzvah ceremony is designed to indicate. I/, 
\o be sure, the lad has al! his time occupied with lay subjects, modern 
anguages, modern history, to say nothing of games and sport, while 
his religious training is at most regarded as a mere make-weight, 
‘hen, of course, the boy at thirteen is entirely unfitted to be 
Rarmitevah. In his case. the ceremony would do discredit to a poll. 
parrot, and the countenancing of it would be a meaningless and 
altogether empty form. On the other hand, Ido not see that matters 
would be greatly bettered by the proposal of those who would substi- 
tute the age of fifteen or sixteen for that of thirteen. Because, given 
the same circumstances, a lad at the latter age would be just 
as incapable, morally and spiritually, of proclaiming his faith 
in Judaism as a lad of thirteen. It must be common knowledge 
that there are thousands upon thousands of our young men who 
could not, if asked, read the Hebrew alphabet, who are ignorant 
of anything of specifically Jewish history, who know nothing 
of the foundations and less of the fundamentals of our faith and, 
truth to be told, care even less for all of them. If they were asked, 
they would take their cue from their elders and declare them- 
selves Jews for no better reason than that they were s0 born, 
There was one young man of my acquaintance who significantly put 
it in conversation with me, “because,” he. said, “all my pals are 
Jews, and I don’t think much of non-Jews '’—although that was not 
the denomination he attached to those of the dominant creed. 


THERE IS, OF COURSE, another consideration in réspect “to the 
_ Barmitzvah ceremony, which ought not to be lost sight of. 
Traditionally, as has been noted, it is not precisely one 
for marking the spiritual position of the Barmitsvah. It is not 
intended that the Barmitsvah ceremony shall be taken as a 
guarantee that the lad who becomes, to employ a conventionality, 
the hero of the day, has become equipped with sufficient knowledge 
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That is a matter entirely | 


and understanding and sentiment respecting Judaism, the Jewish 
religion and so forth, sueh as that to which I have alluded. The 
idea is quite otherwise. It is that the age of thirteen is the age 
of religious puberty, and that from then onwards the responsi- 
bility for the youth's religious obligations pass.s from his 
parent and is fixed upon the lad’s own shoulders. We have 
the blessing which the parent is instructed to say upon the 
occasion, and which expresses thanks to the Almighty for having 
rid the father of the obligation involved in’ the moral and 
religious bearing of his child. It would, of course, be unreasonable 
to expect a Reform Synagogue to take much account of this tradition, 
and [do not suppose that it was even mentioned in the discussion 
at Upper Berkeley Street... None the less, it is only fair and right to 


recall it in any general review that may be undertaken of the whole 
ceremony.

AGRER with the objections raised 
by the West London 


Synagogue to the thirteen Barmitzvah or 
not, or whether we think the proposed alteration in age either 
sufficient or of no consequence, we must concede that the Con. 
gregation has raised a question which it is well for Jewry in general 
to consider. Is not the Barmitsvah in present circumstances a 
ceremony which must fail in its true purpose, which indeed, except 
in rare instances, cannot be otherwise than meaningless—that, in 
short, in so many cases it forms a stumbling-block in the eyes of the 
blind—-one that requires amending so that modern circumstances 
and conditions may fit it to its orginal purpose ? One of the most 
orthodox of our rabbis in these days, although I am not sure that he 
would abrogate the ceremony of Barmitzvah at thirteen, has proposed 
that both young men and young women when they reach the age of 
manhood and womanhood, at twenty-one, should then have provided 
for them a special service in the Synagogue in which they should 
publicly proclaim their faith and declare their allegiance to every- 
thing for which Judaism stands. The question from this aspect 
thus resolves itself into one analogous to that which has engaged 
some sections of the Christian Churches for years--I mean the 
one of infant Baptism as compared with Baptism at a mature 
age. Christians, however, there creeps in a doctrine 
which, to be sure, is altogether alien to Judaism—the notion of 
children being born in sin and the waters of Baptism cleansing them 
from iniquity. We have nothing of that sort in our faith. With us 
the infant child is sinless, and it is left to his own freewill for him 
to become involved in guilt. It follows that since he cannot exercise 
free will until he has the power, and the power does not come except 
with his vears, there is no need to think of—much less to act as if it 
were s0-—-sin as possible tothe child inherently. None the less, there 
is something very attractive, something alluring, something 
encouraging, in the idea of a young man or young woman publicly 
proclaiming the faith is in them and making a sacred asseveration 
to be true to the religious obligations to which they were born. 


Among 


Ber LT CAN APPRECIATE THE OBJECTION that would be raised to 
the institution of this ceremony. It will be argued that at best it 
were a piece of lip-service, and that the Almighty looks to the heart 
and not to the tongue of every one of His creatures. In other words, 
that the obligation upon Jews is to show their Jewish allegiance 
and the faith that is in them by the acts of their lives and not by any 
proclamation, however striking or even sentimental. So that, the 
proposed ceremony at the maturer age of twenty-one, would really 
mean nothing, or at best very little, in the long run. Every 
man born to Judaism, who does not specifically abjure the faith, 
by his very living proclaims his creed. If that living is incon- 
sistent with his faith, then with such a Jew any ceremony 
that might be instituted would not in the least avoid 
such disregard as the ceremony is contemplated to prevent. 
And that brings us back tothe whole idea of the Barmitsvah

allegiance to Judaism, that and nothing more then in practical 
working I see nothing in it which will prevent that lad for- 
swearing his faith and neglecting the obligations of Judaism, if in 
after life he is so disposed. And that, of course, is equally so with 
girls who are confirmed by Reform Jews or consecrated by Orthodox 
—with a putty medal for the one who will explain the difference 
except in denomination. 


THE CONSIDERATION Wuicu the debate at Berkeley Street led 
me to and must bave induced in many others is, however, 
exactly of what value the Barwitsrah ceremony is, leaving aside 
of course the traditional belief in respect to it which [have mentioned. 
We should be a different community of Jews and Jewesses to-day if 
every boy who has been Bariwitsvah and every girl who has been 
“consecrated” had been true in after-life to the ceremony in which 
they took the leading part. And I submit these somewhat random 
references with a view to asking whether the time has not come when 
some means should be taken for making the Barnutsrah ceremony 
something more real, more impressive from the religious point of 
view, more binding upon the chief performer in it, than is now the 
I remember a good old Rabbi once addressing a Barini/srah 
boy and he wound up his observations by saying: “ You, my lad, came 
to this Synagogue from a home crowded with presents and bedecked 
with precious gifts. Will vou please understand that your acceptance 
of them makes vou in honour bound to do your part in what, after 
all. is atransaction. Your friends have laden you with tokens of 
their esteem for vour parents and good wishes for you. You, for 
your part, have impliedly undertaken to do all that the Barmilsvas 
ceremony Take vou do not fail, merely 
because you have received the price of the agreement in advance. 
Be an honourable young man and carry out your side of the bargain.” 
The humanness and the good sense of that Rabbi I have always 
cherished. and thought of as wisdom.

The verse 325 “ See ve that evil is before 
(Exodus x., 10) presents some difficulty. “~ Rashi,” quoting a Midrash, 
says: “ There is a star called my. Pharaoh said to them: ‘I 
perceive by astrology that this star is advancing towards you in the 
wilderness: it is an omen of blood and slaughter."’ May not this 
be “ Ra,’ the Egyptian Sun-god? Pharaoh thus warns Moses and 
Aaron: “ You tell me that God desires you to worship Him in the 
wilderness. So may the Lord be with you when I send you out; 
but see, ‘a’ is in front of your face.” Your God may be with you, 
but my god is against vou; so take heed. The antithesis between 
and TW AP" (God is with you, but “Ra” is against 
you) is, according to this, brought out more clearly. In the collected 
Hebrew Essays of the late Rabbi Dr. Zeliger (Jerusalem, 1930) there 
seems to be support for this rendering. In an essay on Rameses II. 
the learned author wrote: “ The Sun-god ‘Ra’ is mentioned in the 
Torah in the verse...

THE NEW VAAD LEUMI. 


DISAGREEMENT ON POLITICAL ISSUES, 
[From a Correspondent.— JERUSALEM. | 


The final sitting of the first session of the new Ase/ul 
Hanivcharim proved to be a very stormy one. The Zionist 
tevisionists urged that the Assembly should deal first with the 
political questions, including the Legislative Council and the 
negotiations between the Jewish Agency and the British Govern. 
ment. The spokesmen of the Zionist Revisionists opposed both the 
setting up of a Legislative Council and the participation of the 
Vaad Leumi in the negotiations in London between the Jewish 
Agency and the British Government. 

The Labour representatives agreed to the adoption of a resolu- 
tion against the participation of the Palestine Jews in the proposed 
Legislative Council, and the Assembly thereupon re-aflirmed the 
resolution of the old Vaad Leumi, declaring that the Jews would 
not co-operate in the elections of a Legislative Council, 

The Labour leaders were, however, in favour of the participation 
of the Vaad Leumi in the negotiations in London. In the face of 
strong opposition, however, the Labour leader, Dr. Arlozoroff, moved 
n resolution that the. political questions and the problem of the 


—-- 


participation of the Vaad Lewin in the London negotiations should 


be referred to the new. 

The Zionist Revisionists opposed this proposal and Mr. Ben- 
gurion, the Labour leader. strongly attacked the Zionist Revisionist 
views. Rabbi Ostrowsky, the leader of the Mizrachi, demanded that 
the Vaud Leumi should only be authorised to participate in the 
negotiations in London if it decided in favour of sending a represen- 
tative by a two-thirds majority. 

Finally, the Labour proposal, to refer the matter of the partici- 
pation of Palestine Jewry in the negotiations in London to the new 
Vaed Leumi, was accepted on a roll call by 37 votes against 29. 
Labour, the General Zionists, the Yemenites and one Woman Zionist 
constituted the majority. The Zionist Revisionists, the Sephardim, the 
Mizrachi, the Poale- Zionists and the Hashomer Hazoir voted against 
the proposal. When the motion was adopted, the Zidnist Revisionist 
spokesman, Dr, Weinschal, declared that it was impossible for the 
/ionist Revisionists to co-operate any longer with the majority of 
the .Ascfut Hanivcharim. The Zionist Revisionists left the 
Assembly as a protest immediately after his specch. 

Another crisis then arose on account of the refusal of. the 
Mizrachi and the Sephardim to join the new Vaad Lewmi. Finally, 
wn agreement was reached and the Mizrachists and the Sephardim 
igreed to enter the Vaad Leumi on condition that that body would 
only decide to take part in the negotiations with the British Govern. 
ment with the consent of two of the following three parties: The 
General Zionists, the Mizrachists and the Sephardim. A new Vaad 
Leumi was then elected, consisting of twenty-three members, includ. 
ing eleven Labour members, one woman, Miss H. Szold. one 
Yemenite, four Sephardim, three Mizrachists and three General 
Zionists, of whom one was Mr. Ussisbkin. 

The Asefat Haniveharim then adopted taxation proposals and 
resolutions regarding the organisation of the Jewish Community and 
the Rabbinate. The question of the transfer of the Education 
Department of the Jewish Agency to the control of the Vaad Leumi 
and the religious problems of the Jewish Community in Palestine 
were also discussed. 


White Slave Traffic in Palestine. 
FORCIBLE CONVERSION OF JEWISH GIRLS. 
ARAB LEADEIS ALLEGATIONS. 

According to the correspondent of the BERLINER TAGEBLATT in 
Jerusalem, Palestine is not free from White Slave Trafiic. He states 
that the Bedouins and the Arabs of Transjordania are selling Arab 
girls to individuals in Palestine for definite periods at the price of 
100 dollars each. The Arabs are also in touch with the White Slave 
merchants in Africa. The correspondent of the Berlin paper also 
states that there is extensive White Slave Traffic in the Hedjaz and 
in Yemen. He declares that in Yemen, many young Jewish girl- 
orphans are forced to adopt the Moslem creed and are placed in 
various harems. 

The Arab leader, Mr. Hassan Sidky Al Dajani, has published in 
the organ of the Arab Executive, the A Hyat, an open letter to Sir 
John Chancellor, complaining that the sale of Arab peasant girls for 
long periods to wealthy persons, and even to Goyernment officials, 
is openly practised in Palestine. The Arab leader quotes instances 
which he himself witmessed of Arab girls being sold for very low 
prices, amounting to about £1 per annum, for periods of twenty or 
twenty-five years, ostensibly for the purpose of training them as 
servants. Arab peasants in distress frequently sell girls of ten or 
twelve years of age for about £25 for twenty years; and all this is 

alleged to be tolerated by the Government.

But in 
Jeremiah a couple of chapters from whose book are chosen as the 
HNaftara for to-morrow, and where we tind a ismilar specification to 
that of the Tabernacle, set out for the building of King Solomon's 
Temple, there are three verses (Cap. vi., 11-18) which contain a 
ssage from which a warning and monition of inestimable value 
may be drawn.

Torn of all poetic surplusage, what is the meaning of the message 
which we are told was thus brought unto Solomon, by the Almighty, 
Himself? The manner and the method, the way and the order for 
the building of the Temple had been revealed to the wise king. The 

iors and the beams, the candlesticks and the curtains had been 
set out; and all the minute requirements for the raising of that 
House of God which the great King David wished to set up but was 
allowed to, because his hands had been soiled with blood. But 
‘ter every item had been carefully explained there came the words 
ur text, and Solomon was warned that the building of a Temple. 
a House of God, were of no avail, the purposes intended to be 
mpassed by the work could not be secured, unless within the shel! 
the building there were to be found the kernel of obedience to 
(od’s law, observance of His will and walking in His way. In other 
rds Solomon was told that an essential part of the equipment of 
Temple be was contemplating, a supremely important item 
Was the spiritual attitude of those who would foregather within its 
precincts. 


It has often been remarked of late, and not alone of this country, 
t there has been a great increase in the number of places of 
worship, Synagogues here, Temples in America for Jewish service. 
This fact has been quoted as some proof of the prevalence of Jewish 
religious sentiment among our people, as some indication that they 
are maintaining their Jewish allegiance. Yet it has been noticed at 
ihe same time that, although the buildings were there, the 
worshippers for whom they were designed were absent. Is it 
bossible that the mere building of these fanes can support and 
maintain Judaism? The words spoken to Solomon forbid any such 
novuion, and tell us that the shell without the kernel will soon perish 
ind resolve itself into dust. It is analogous to the body without a 
soul, to man in whom the material is so over-bearing that there is 
no place for the spirit. Look not to the bottle, exclaimed one of the 
ancient Rabbis, but to what it contains—pointing out how deceptive 
night be the flask; for, beautifully moulded as it might be, it might 
also contain but sour and poor wine. And those buildings, however 
magnificently contrived, with architecture however perfect and 
‘'tractive, are in like case if, being set up for the worship of God, they 
‘nduce nothing of worship of Him inthose for whom they are estab- 
ished. Ifthese leave the Houses of God unoccupied, and, moreover, 
wfter having helped to raise them, they by their very lives contemn 
and despise all for which such places stand, then the objects of these 
sacrifices of time and energy and wealth that are brought so that 
these places shall see the light, will be wasted.

The purpose of the Cherubim in the Holy of Holies 
wus the same ns atthe entrance of the Garden of Eden (aenesis 
24). They barred the wavy and prevented complete approach to the 


spot where the Shechinah 


was manifested. No description is given 
of the Cherubim. bit 


evidently they differed considerably from 
those which were made for Solomon's Temple as well as from those 
depicted in Ezekiel’s vision of the Temple. We have here to think 
of images not of great sive, since they were located at the two ends 
of the Ark-cover which was only three feet nine inches in length. 
We have aiso to infer that they each possessed one face. For 
Solomon's Templethey were constructed on a much larger scale. Each 


ofthem was ten cubits in height, i.e. fifteen feet, and there was the 


same distance between the tips of the outstretched wings (1. Kings, 
Vil., 256). They were, accordingly, figares of colossal size, which 


would have been too huge to carry about in the wilderness, but were 
Suitable for a permanent building. Another difference was that 
whereas the smaller tiguresin the Ark were of solid gold, those of 
the Temple were of olivewood, overlaid with gold. Nor were they, 
because of their size, placed upon the Ark, but were set up each on 
one side of the Ark, at the entrance of the Holy of Holies, the 
wings stretching from one wall to the other. In Ezekiel’s vision 
each Cherub had four faces, viz., of a man, lion, ox and eagle, 
and each possessed four wings (i., 6ff.); and they stood ~on 
the right side of the house, as a man went in” (x.,3). He also 
describes carvings on the walls and doors representing Cherubim, 
each with two faces, of a man and a lion (xli., Sf.) It would there. 
fore follow that there was no fixed form of the Cherub 

Verse 22. On the oceasions after Moses bad descended from 
Mount Sinai, when God desired to communicate with him, He would 
speak from between the Cherubim. This does not mean that Moses 
entered the Holy of Holies for this purpose. Rashi quotes Levit. 1, 1, 
“And the Lord.called unto Moses, and spoke unto him out of the tent 
of meeting.” and Numbers vii, 89, “ And when Moses went into the 
tent of meeting that He might speak with him, then he heard the 
Voice speaking unto him from above the Ark-cover .. . from 
between the two Cherubim; and He. spoke utito him.” These 
passages make it perfectly clear that Moses only went into the tent 
of meeting and-did not penetrate into the Holy of Holies. While tn 
the outer tent, he heard the Divine Voice issuing from between the 
Cherubim. 

It is noteworthy that both Rashiand Ibn Ezra had a slightly 
Instead of 93 AN, their reading was 55 PN. 
and they had difficulty in explaining the conjunction. 

Verse 25. Josephus gives the following description of the table 
as it existed in the Temple of his time: “It had feet also, the lower 
part of which were complete feet, resembling those which the 
Dorians put to their bedsteads; but the upper parts towards the 
table were wrought into a square form > ‘Antiquities iti. vi...

In the illustration on the Arch of 
Titus the remains of such a border appear in the form of rungs to 
the supports. 

Verses 26f. Josephus supplements the Biblical account as 
follows: “ Upon every one of the feet was there also inserted a ring 
not far from the cover (this corresponds to’ close by the border’), 
through which went bars of wood beneath, but gilded, to be taken 
out upon occasion, there being a cavity where it was joined to the 
rings: for they were not entire rings; but before they came quite 
round they ended in acute points, the one of which was inserted 
into the prominent part of the table, and the other into the foot.” 
If by “foot” we understeond the lower part of the support, from 
where it joined the “ border,” the rings must have been inserted in 
the angle formed at the point of junction.

Jewish Art Throughout the Ages. 


At Jews’ College, Guilford Street, on Sunday last, Mr. L. 
Pilichowski, the well-known Jewish artist, delivered a lante n 
lecture on “Jewish Art Throughout the Ages,” to the Jews’ College 
Union Society. The chair was occupied by Mr. PHILLIP COHEN. 

In the course of his address, Mr. PILICHOWSKI said that he 
wanted to destroy the notion thatthe Jews were not an artistic 
nation.

DISAGREEMEsT ON POLITICAL ISSUES, 
[From a Correspondent.— JERUSALEM. | 


The final sittimg of the first session of the new Ase/al 
Hanivcharim proved to be a very stormy one. The Zionist 
Revisionists urged that the Assembly should deal first with the 
political questions, including the Legislative Council and the 
negotiations between the Jewish Agency and the British Govern. 
ment. The spokesmen of the Zionist Revisionists opposed both the 
setting up of a Legislative Council and the participation of the 
Vaad Leumi in the negotiations in London between the Jewish 
Agency and the British Government. 

The Labour representatives agreed to the adoption of a resolu- 
tion against the participation of the Palestine Jews in the proposed 
Legislative Council, and the Assembly thereupon re-aflfirmed the 
resolution of the old Vaad Leumi, declaring that the Jews would 
not co-operate in the elections of a Legislative Council, 
| The Labour leaders were, however, in favour of the participation 
of the Vaad Lewmni in the negotiations in London. In the face of 
strong opposition, however. the Labour leader, Dr. Arlozoroff, moved 
a resolution that the political questions and the problem of the 
participation of the Vaad Lenni in the London negotiations should 
be referred to the new baad Leni. 

The Zionist Revisionists opposed this proposal and Mr. Ben- 
gurion, the Labour leader. strongly attacked the Zionist Revisionist 
views. Rabbi Ostrowsky, the leader of the Mizrachi, demanded that 
the Vaad Leumit should only be authorised to participate in the 
negotiations in London if it decided in favour of sending a represen- 
tative by a two-thirds majority. 

Finally, the Labour proposal, to refer the matter of the partici- 
pation of Palestine Jewry in the negotiations in London to the new 
Vaad Leumi, was accepted on a roll call by 37 votes against 29. 
Labour, the General Zionists, the Yemenites and one Woman Zionist 
constituted the majority. The Zionist Revisionists, the Sephardim, the 
Mizrachi, the Poale-Zionists and the Hashomer Hazoir voted against 
the proposal. Whenthe motion was adopted, the Zionist Revisionist 
spokesman, Dr. Weinschal, declared that it was impossible for the 
Zionist Revisionists to co-operate any longer with the majority of 
the .Asefat Hanivcharim. The’ Zionist Revisionists left the 
Asseinpbly as a protest inmediately after his speech. 

Another crisis then arose on account of the refusal of. the 
Mizrachi and the Sephardim to join‘the new Vaad Leumi. Finally. 
an agreement was reached and the Mizrachists and the Sephardim 
agreed to enter the Vaad Leumi on condition that that body would 
only decide to take part in the negotiations with the British Govern. 
ment with the consent of two of the following three parties: The 
General Zionists, the Mizrachists and the Sephardim. A new Vaad 
Leumi was then elected, consisting of twenty-three members, includ. 
ing cleven Labour members, one woman, Miss Hl. Szold, one 
Yemenite, four Sephardim, three Mizrachists and three General 
/ionists, of whom one was Mr. Ussisbkin. 

The Ascefat Hanivcharim then adopted taxation proposals and 
resolutions regarding the organisation of the Jewish Community and 
the Rabbinate. The question of the transfer of the Education 
Department of the Jewish Agency to the control of the Vaad Leumi 
und the religious problems of the Jewish Community in Palestine 
were also discussed. 


White Slave Traffic in Palestinc.

FORCIBLE CONVERSION OF JEWISH GIRLS. 


ARAB LEADER'S ALLEGATIONS. 

According to the correspondent of the BERLINER TAGEBLATT in 
Jerusalem, Palestine is not free from White Slave Traffic. He states 
that the Bedouins and the Arabs of Transjordania are selling Arab 
girls to individuals in Palestine for definite periods at the price of 
100 dollars each. The Arabs are also in touch with the White Slave 
merchants in Africa. The correspondent of the Berlin paper also 
states that there is extensive White Slave Traffic in the Hedjaz and 
in Yemen. He declares that in Yemen, many young Jewish girl- 
orphans are forced to adopt the Moslem creed and are placed in 
various harems. 

The Arab leader, Mr. Hassan Sidky Al Dajani, has published in 
the organ of the Arab Executive, the Au Hyart, an open letter to Sir 
John Chancellor, complaining that the sale of Arab peasant girls for 
long periods to wealthy persons, and even to Government offteials, 
is openly practised in Palestine. The Arab leader quotes instances 
which he himself witnessed of Arab girls being sold for very low 
prices, amounting to about £1 per annum, for periods of twenty or 


twenty-five years, ostensibly for the purpose of training them as 


servants. Arab peasants in distress frequently sell girls of ten or 
twelve years of age for about £25 for twenty years; and all this is 
alleged to be tolerated by the Government.

And those buildings, however 
magnificently contrived, with architecture however perfect and 
‘ittractive, are in like case if, being set up for the worship of God, they 
‘nduce nothing of worship of Him inthose for whom they are estab- 
‘ished. Ifthese leave the Houses of God unoccupied, and, moreover, 
alter having helped to raise them, they by their very lives contemn 
and despise all for which such places stand, then the objects of these 
sacrifices of time and energy and wealth that are brought so that 
these places shall see the light, will be wasted.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath Exodus xxv., 1-—xxvii., 19. 


AAV, 20. The purpose of the Cherubim in the Holy of Holies 
was the same as at the entrance of the Garden of Eden (Genesis III, 
24). They barred the way and prevented complete approach to the 
spot where the Shechinah was manifested. No description is given 
of the Cherubim. but ey idently they differed considerably from 
those which were made for Solomon's Temple as well as from those 
depicted in Ezekiel's vision of the Temple. We have here to think 
of mages not of great size, since they were located at the two ends 
of the Ark-cover which was only three feet nine inches in length. 
We have also to infer that they each possessed one face. For 
Solomon's Ti mplethy constructed on wmue hlarver scale. 
of them was ten cubits in height, t.e. fifteen feet, and there was the 
distance bet wer n the tips of the outstretched wings Kings, 
vil, 236). They were, accordingly, figures of colossal size, which 
would have been too huge to carry about in the wilderness, but were 
suitable for a permanent building. Another difference was that 


. Whereas the smaller figuresin the Ark were of solid gold, those of 


the Temple were of olivewood, overlaid with gold. Nor were they, 
because of their size, placed upon the Ark, but were set up each on 
one side’ of the \rk. at the entrance of the Holy of Holies, the 
wings stretching from one wall to the other. In Ezekiel’s vision 
each Cherub had four faces, vig.. of a man, lion, ox and eagle, 
and each possessed four wings (i. 6 ff.); and they stood “on 
the right side of the house, as a man went in” (x., 3). He also 
describes carvings on the walls and doors representing Cherubim, 
each with two faces, of a man and a lion (xli., ISf.) It would there- 
fore follow that there was no fixed form of the Cherub 

Verse 22. On the oceasions after Moses had descended from 
Mount Sinai, when God desired to communicate with him, He would 
speak from between the Cherubim. This does not meen that Moses 
entered the Holy of Holies for this purpose. Rashi quotes Levit. 1, 1, 
“And the Lord called unto Moses, and spoke unto him out of the tent 
of meeting.” and Numbers vii, 89, “And when Moses went into the 
tent of meeting that He might speak with him, then he heard the 


Voice speaking unto him from above the Ark-cover. . . from 
between the two Cheruvim; and He spoke unto him.” These 


passages muke it perfectly clear that Moses only went into the tent 
of meeting and did not penetrate into the Holy of Holies. While in 
the outer tent, be heard the Divine Voice issuing from between the 
Cherubim. 

It is noteworthy that both Rashi and Ibn Ezra had a slightly 
different text from ours. Instead of 53 PAN, their reading was 55 MNt. 
and they had difficulty in explaining the conjunction. 

Verse 23. Josephus gives the following description of the table

Several Jews Indicted.

Heinrich Heine.

His 75th Anniversary Neglected. 


[From a Correspondent —BERLIN.} 


February the fifteenth, the day of the 75th anniversary of 
Heinrich Heine's death, passed almost unnoticed in Germany, the 
country of the poet’s birth. Only a few of the more progressive 
newspapers devoted some space to the memory of the man, whose 
influence on German literature has been immeasurable. Bui, the 
reactionary and anti-Semitic parties of present-day Germany regard 
Heinrich Heine as the personification of all that is alien to the true 
Germanic spirit and hate him with a hate which is bitter and 
implacable. 

Although acknowledged as one of the foremost German poets and 
. read and studied in schools as a master of the German language, 
Heine is not held up in his country as a national figure. The 
Germans cannot forgive him his Jewishness and his exposure of 
Prussian mediocrity and obtuse stolidity. 

Heine's name has ever been a target for the attacks of the anti- 
Semites, and his uncrowning as a poet is a plank in their programme. 
The removal of the two statues put up to Heine in his country—one 
in a private garden in Hamburg and the other at a restaurant in 
Dusseldorf, opposite the house where the poet lived—is one of the 
pet aims of the Nazis. But their real ambition is to annihilate 
Heine's influence on the literature of this country, prohibit his 
_books and withdraw them from circulation, in fact to blot out bis 
very memory. They do not realise, however, how profoundly his 
influence permeates German culture and to what extent they them- 
selves are under the spell of Heine's poetry. Only a few days ago 
the whole of cultured Germany chuckled with glee when, at a Nazis’ 
demonstration in the Berlin Sportplatz, one of the sworn enemies of 
the great poet delivered a ferocious speech full of vituperations and 
malevolence against everything Jewish, concluding it by a citation 
from Heine's Two Grenadiers.” 


Diamond Cut Diamond. 


Antwerp Jewry’s Economic Crisis. 
[From a Correspondent.—ANTWERP. | 


The grave crisis in the diamond industry, which has put out of 
work thousands of Jewish workers and forced into liquidation 
numbers of old-established firms, still continues. All remedies to 
improve the position have so far failed. The Jewish community, 
which depends very largely on the diamond trade, bas felt the pinch 
for some time and the streets of the Jewish districts are now crowded 
with unemployed. 

Many Jewish diamond workers are leaving Antwerp, having lost 
every hope of finding work. Bankruptcies have completely dislocated 
the industry. In the course of the last ten weeks a number of 
important firms stopped payments on sums totalling close on 
£500,000, 

The closing of all Antwerp diamond cutting factories for a 
month, which followed an international agreement between owners 
with the view of reducing the output, bas produced some improve- 
ment, but only as far as the traders are concerned. The position 
of the workers, who, in the majority, are Jews, has naturally only 
been aggravated by the restrictions. Now, it seems that the stoppage 
is to continue for some time yet, for a meeting of the International 
Committee for Diamond Commerce and Industry decided last 
week that the restriction of the production of cut diamonds is to be 
maintained. The Jewish Community of Antwerp, which at one 


time was so prosperous, is now going through the worst crisis in 
the history of the town.

Staatenlose in Lithuania. 
Petition to League. 
[From a Correspondent.—GENEVA.}. 
The Council for the Protection of Jewish Minorities has presented 
a petition to the League of Nations on behalf of Staatenlose (State- 


less) residents in Lithuania. In the petition, attention is drawn to 
the new order of the Lithuanian Government prohibiting the 
employment of aliens in the country after Ist January, 1932, as wel] 
as to the fact that the authorities are including the Staatenioge 
among the aliens for the purposes of the employment regulations. 
although the Staatenlose are not citizens of any other State and are 
permanent residents in Lithuania.

THE PRIME MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 


White Paper “Explained” and Re-Affirmed. 


A NEW ENQUIRY ON LAND SETTLEMENT. 


“SOLEMN INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS.” 


The Prime Minister announced,’ in a written reply to a 


Parlamentary Question by Lieut.-Com. Kenworthy, that he 
had, on Friday of last week, sent the following letter (the 
cross-headings have been inserted) to Dr. Weizmann, on the 
policy of His Majesty’s Government in Palestine : 

Dear Dr. Weizmann,—In order to remove certain misconceptions and 
misunderstandings which have arisen as to the policy of His Majesty's 
Government with regard to Palestine, as set forth in the White Paper of 
October, 1930, and which were the subject of a debate in the House of 
Commons on’ November 17, and also to meet certain criticisms put forward 
by the Jewish Agency, I have pleasure in forwarding you the following 
statement of our position, which will fall to be read as the authoritative 
interpretation of the White Paper on the matters with which this letter deals. 

2. It has been said that the policy of His Majesty’s Government involves 
a serious departure from the obligations of the Mandate as hitherto under- 
stood, that it misconceives the Mandatory obligations, and that it fore- 
shadows a policy which is inconsistent with the obligations of the Mandatory 
to the Jewish people. 


White Paper Based on Churchill Memorandum, 

3. His Majesty’s Government did not regard it as necessary to quote 
in extenso the declarations of policy which have been previously made, but 
attention is drawn to the fact that not only does the White Paper of 1930 
refer to, and endorse, the White Paper of 1922, which has been accepted by 
the Jewish Agency, but it recognises that the undertaking of the Mandate 
is an undertaking to the Jewish people, and not only to the Jewish popula- 
tion of Palestine. The White Paper placed in the foreground of its statement 
my speech in the House of Commons on April 3, 1930, in which | announced, 
in words which could not have been made more plain, that it was the in- 
tention of His Majesty's Government to continue to administer Palestine 
in accordance with the terms of the Mandate as approved by the Council 
of the League of Nations, That position has been reaffirmed and again made 
plain by my speech in the House of Commons on November 17. In my speech 
on April 3rd I used the following language : 

His Majesty’s Government will continue to administer Palestine 
in accordance with the terms of the Mandate as approved by the Council 
of the League of Nations, This is an international obligation from which 
there can be no question of receding. | 

Under the terms of the Mandate, His Majesty’s Government a 
responsible for promoting “the establishment in Palestine of a National 
Home for the Jewish people, it being clearly understood that nothing 
shall be done which might prejudice the civil and religious rights of 
existing non-Jewish communities in Palestine or the rights and political 
status enjoyed by Jews in any other country.” 

A double undertaking is involved, to the Jewish people on the 
one hand, and to the non-Jewish population of Palestine on the other ; 
and it is the firm resolve of His Majesty's Government to give effect, 
in equal measure, to both parts of the Declaration, and to do equal 
justice to all sections of the population of Palestine. That is a duty from 
which they will not shrink, and to the discharge of which they will 
apply all the resources at their command. 

That declaration is in conformity not only with the articles, but also with 
the preamble of the Mandate, which is hereby explicitly reaffirmed. 


Necessity for a Jewish-Arab Understanding. 

_ 4. In earrying out the policy of the Mandate the Mandatory cannot 
‘ghore the existence of differing interests and viewpoints, These, indeed, 
are not in themselves irreconciliable, but they can only be reconciled if there 
‘8 @ proper realization that the full solution of the problem depends on an 
understanding between the Jews and the Arabs. Until that is reached con- 
siderations of balance must inevitably enter into the definition of policy. 

5. A good deal of criticism has been directed to the White Paper upon 
the assertion that it contains injurious allegations against the Jewish people 
and Jewish Labour organization. Any such intention on the part of His 
Majesty's Government is expressly disavowed. It is recognized that the 
Jewish Agency have all along given willing co-operation in carrying out the 
policy of the Mandate, and that the constructive work done by the Jewish 
People in Palestine has had beneficial effects on the development and well- 
being of the country as a whole, His Majesty's Government also recognize 


_ the value of the services of labour and trade union organization in Palestine, 


to which they desire to give every encouragement, 

6. A question has arisen as to the meaning to be attached to the words 
“safeguarding the civil and religious rights of all inhabitants of Palestine, 
irrespective of race and religion,” oceurring in Article 2, and the words 
“ensuring that the rights and position of other sections of the population 
are not prejudiced,” occurring in Article 6 of the Mandate. The words “ safe- 


_ guarding the civil and religious rights,” occurring in Article 2, cannot te 


read as meaning that the civil and religious rights of individual citizens are 
to be unalterable. In the case of Suleiman Murra, to which reference has 
been made, the Privy Council, in construing these words of Article 2, said : 
* It does not mean . . . that all the civil rights of every inhabitant of Palestine 
which existed at the date of the Mandate are to remain unaltered throughout 
its duration ; for if this were to be a condition of the Mandatory jurisdiction, 
no effective legislation would be porsible.”’ The words, accordingly, must be 
read in another sense, and the key to the true purpose and meaning of the 
sentence is to be found in the concluding words of the Article; “ irrespective 
of race and religion.” These words indicate that, in respect of civil and 
religious rights, the Mandatory is not to discriminate between persons on 


the ground of religion or race, and this protective provision applies equally 


to Jews, Arabs and all sections of the population. 

7. The words “ rights and position of other sections of the population, ° 
occurring in Article 6, plainly refer to the non-Jewish community, These 
rights and position are not to be prejudiced, that is, not to be impaired or 
made worse, The effect of the policy of immigration and settlement on the 
economic position of the’ non-Jewish community cannot be excluded from 
consideration. But the words are not to be read as implying that existing 
economic conditions in Palestine should be crystallised. On the contrary, 
the obligation to facilitate Jewish immigration and to encourage close settle- 
ment by Jews on the land remains a positive obligation of the Mandate, and 
it can be fulfilled without prejudice to the rights and position of other sections 
of the population of Palestine. 

8. We may proceed to the contention that the Mandate has been 
reinterpreted in a manner highly prejudicial to Jewish interests in the vital 
matters of land settlement and immigration, It has been said that the policy 
of the White Paper would place an embargo upon immigration, and would 
suspend, if not, indeed, terminate, the close settlement of the Jews on the 
land, which is a primary purpose of the Mandate. In support of this con- 


_ tention particular stress has been laid upon the passage referring to State 


lands in the White Paper, which says that “ it would not be possible to make 
these areas available for Jewish settlement in view of their actual occupation 
by Arab cultivators, and of the importance of making available additional 
land on which to place the Arab cultivators who are now landless,” 


Government's Obligation to Landiess Arabs. 


9. The language of this passage needs to be read in the light of the 
policy as a whole, It is desirable to make it clear that the landless Arats 
to whom it was intended to refer in the passage quoted were such Arabs as 
can be shown to have been displaced from the lands which they occupied in 
consequence of the lands passing into Jewish hands, and who have not obtained 
other holdings on which they can establish themselves, or other equally 
satisfactory occupation. The number of such displaced Arabs must -be a 
matter for careful inquiry. It is to landless Arabs within this category that 
His Majesty’s Government feel themselves under an obligation to facilitate 
their settlement upon the land. The recognition of this obligation 
in no way detracts from the larger purposes of development, which His 
Majesty’s Government regards as the most effectual means of furthering the 
establishment of a national home for the Jews. 

10. In framing a policy of land settlement, it is essential that His 
Majesty’s Government should take into consideration every circumstance 
that is relevant to the main purposes of the Mandate. The area of cultivable 
land, the possibilities of irrigation, the absorptive capacity of the country in 
relation to immigration are all elements pertinent to the issues to be elucidated, 
and the neglect of any one of them would be prejudicial to the formulation 


_ of a just and stable policy. 


It is the intention of his Majesty’s Government to institute an ingiury 
as soon as possible to ascertain, inter alia, what State and other lands are, 
or properly can be made, available for close settlement by Jews under reference 
to the obligation imposed upon the Mandatory by Article 6 of the Mandate, 
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This inquiry will be comprehensive in its scope, and will include the whole 
land resources of Palestine. In the conduct of the inquiry provision will be 
made for all interests, whether Jewish or Arab, making such representations 
as it may be desired to put forward. 
ll. The question of the congestion among the fellaheen in the hill 
; districts of Palestine is receiving the careful consideration of His Majesty’s 
- Government. It is contemplated that measures will be devised for the 
4 improvement and intensive development of the land, and for bringing into 
} cultivation areas which hitherto may have remained un:ultivated, and thereby 
' securing to the fellaheen a better standard of living without, save in exceptional 
cases, having recourse to transfer. 


"Jewish Land Purchase Not Necessarily Prohibited. 


12. In giving effect to the policy of land settlement, as contemplated in 
Article 11 of the Mandate, it is necessary, if disorganisation is to be avoided 
and if the policy is to have a chance to succeed, that there should exist some 
centralised control of transactions relating to the acquisition and transfer of 
land during such interim period as may reasonably be nevessary to place the 
development scheme upon a sure foundation. The power contemplated is 
regulative and not prohibitory, although it does involve a power to prevent 


bf transactions which are inconsistent with the tenor of the scheme. But the 
io exercise of the power will be limited and in no respect arbitrary. In every 
ft case it will be conditioned by considerations as to how best to give effect to the 


purposes of the Mandate. Any control contemplated will be fenced with due 
safeguards to secure as little interference as possible with the free transfer 
of land. The centralised control will take effect as from such date.only as 
the authority charged with the duty of carrying out the policy of land de- 
velopment shall begin to operate. The High Commissioner will, pending the 
establishment of such centralised control, have full powers to take all steps 
necessary to protect the tenancy and occupancy rights, including the rights 
of squatters, throughout Palestine. 

13. Farther, the statement of policy of His Majesty's Government did 
| not imply a prohibition of acquisition of additional land by Jews. It contains 
rhs no such prohibition, nor is any such intended, What it does contemplate 
ai is such temporary control of land disposition and transfers as may be neces- 
sary not to impair the harmony and effectiveness of the scheme of land 
settlement to be undertaken. His Majesty's Government feel bound to point 
out that they alone of the Governments which have been responsible for the 
eo administration of Palestince since the acceptance of the Mandate have de- 
clared their definite intention to initiate an active policy of development 
which, it is believed, will result in substa mba and lasting benefit to both 
Jews and Arabs. . 


The Control of immigration. 


i 14, Cognate to this question is the control of immigration. It must, 
: first of all, be pointed out that such control is not in any sense a departure 
; from previous policy. From 1920 onwards, when the original Immigration 
Ordinance came into force, regulations for the control of immigration have 
| been issued from time to time, directed to prevent illicit entry and to define 
h. and facilitate authorized entry. This right of regulation has at no time been 
challenged. 
5. 


15, But the intention of His Majesty's Government appears to have 
. been represented as being that “no further immigration of Jews is to be 
is i permitted so long as it might prevent any Arab from obtaining employ- 
he ment.” His Majesty’s Government never proposed to pursue such a policy. 
; . They were concerned to state that, in the regulation of Jewish immigration, 
! the following principles should apply—namely, that “ it is essential to ensure 
ZI that the immigrants should not be a burden upon the people of Palestine 
as a whole, and that they should not deprive any section of the present 
population of their employment” (White Paper, 1922). In the one aspect 
His Majesty's Government have to be mindful of their obligations to facilitate 


ment of Jews on the land; in the other aspect they have to be equally 
mindful of their duty to ensure that no prejudice results to the rights and 
position of the non-Jewish community. It is because of this apparent conflict 
of obligations that His Majesty's Government have felt bound to emphasize 
the necessity of the proper application of the absorptive capacity principle. 
That principle is vital to any scheme of development, the primary purpose 
of which must be the settlement both of Jews and of displaced Arabs upon 
the land. It is for that reason that His Majesty's Government have insisted, 
and are compelled to insist, that Government control of immigration must 
-be maintained and that immigration regulations must be properly applied. 
The considerations relevant to the limits of absorptive capacity are purely 
economic considerations, | 

16. His Majesty's Government did not prescribe and do not contemplate 
any stoppage or prohibition of Jewish immigration in any of its categories, 
The practice of sanctioning a “ Labour Schedule ” of wage-earning immigrants 
will continue. In each case consideration will be given to anticipated 
labour requirements for works which, being dependent on Jewish or mainly 
Jewish capital, would not be or would not have been undertaken unless 
Jewish labour was made available. With regard to public and muynicipal 
works falling to be financed out of public funds, the claim of Jewish labour 
to a due share of the employment available, taking into account Jewish 
contributions to public revenue, shall be taken into consideration. As regards 
other kinds of employment, it will be necessary in each case to take into 
‘a account the factors bearing upon the demand for labour, including the factor 
a of unemployment among both the Jews and the Arabs. Immigrants with 
i} prospects of employment other than employment of a purely ephemeral

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character will not be excluded on the sole ground that the employment cannot 


: | be guaranteed to be of unlimited duration. . 
re Jewish Employment of Jewish Labour—A Warning. 


_ 17, In determining the extent to which immigration at any time may 
be permitted, it is necessary also to have regard to the declared policy of the 


se _ Jewish immigration under suitable conditions, and to encourage close settle- _ 


Jewish Agency to the effect that in “all the works or undertakings carried 
out or furthered by the Agency it shall be deemed to be a matter of principle 
that Jewish labour shall be employed.” His Majesty’s Government do not 
in any way challenge the right of the Agency to formulate or approve and 
endorse such a policy. The principle of preferential and, indeed, exclusive 
employment of Jewish labour by Jewish organisations Is a principle which the 
Jewish Agency are entitled to affirm, But it must be pointed out that if in 
consequence of this policy Arab labour is displaced or existing unemployment 
becomes aggravated, that is a factor in the situation to which the Mandatory 
is bound to have regard. mt 
18. His Majesty's Government desire to say finally, as they have 
repeatedly and unequivocally affirmed, that the obligations imposed upon 
the Mandatory, by its acceptance of the Mandate, are solemn internationa| 
obligations, from which there is not now, nor has there been at any time, an 
intention to depart. ‘To the tasks imposed by the -Mandate His Majesty's 
Government have set their hand and they will not withdraw it. But if their 
efforts are to be successful there is need for co-operation, confidence, readi: «ss 
on all sides to appreciate the difficulties and complexities of the problem, 
and, above all, there must be a full and unqualified recognition that no 
solution can be satisfactory or permanent which is not based upon justice, 
both to the Jewish people and to the non-Jewish communities of Palestir «

10, Downing Street, February 153, 


DR. WEIZMANN’S GRATIFICATION. 


“We Have Received a Fair Hearing.” 


The Basis for Co-Operation Re-Established. 

Dr. Weizmann addressed the following letter to the Prime Minister in 

reply :— 

ns was very glad to receive the letter from the Prime Minister which, 
I understand, is going to be published to-morrow, In commenting on it, 
I can speak in my personal capacity only. Still, even though I speak under 
this reservation, | am sure that I voice the opinions and feelings of an im- 
porta:.t body of Jewish public opinion. 

We have welcomed the opportunity which the Prime Minister and the 
Cabinet have given us of discussirig our case with the Cabinet Committee. 
We have received a fair hearing and have reached clearness with regard to a 
number of fundamental issues of policy raised by the White Paper of October, 
1930. We were contending, not for gains, but for rights—the rights which 
are ours under the Mandate, and which, in our view, had been seriously 
infringed by the Whnte Paper of October, 1930, The Prime Minister stated 
in the House of Commons on Thursday that the letter which he was good 
enough to address to me was to be read as the authoritative interpretation 
of the White Paper on the matters with which the letter deals, that it will be 
communicated as an official document to the League of Nations, and embodied 
in a dispatch as an instruction to the High Commissioner for Palestine. This 
Statement of Policy, having thus become the directive for official action, lias, 
in my opinion, re-established the basis for that co-operation with the 
Mandatory Power on which our policy is founded. 

The losses which the past year of severe political crisis has inflicted on 
our work are serious. Palestine has suffered from an economic depression 
which, while to a certain extent connected with the world-wide economic 
crisis, has been rendered very much worse by the political situation. ‘The 
confidence which is required for economic enterprise and development has 
been lacking. A basis for co-operation having been restored, confidence 11 the 
economic future of Palestine should revive, and with redoubled endeavour 
world Jewry should resume its economic work in Palestine. 

The work which we undertake for the sake of the Jewish Nationa! Home 
is bound to benefit Palestine as a whole. It will benefit the Arabs, who, toc, 
have suffered severely through the economic crisis and the suspension of our 
economic activities, and whose prosperity is naturally bound up with the 
prosperity of the country as a whole; and it will ease the position of the 
Palestine Administration, which, for the first time after many years, 10W 
suffers from a serious deficit in its budget. 

I am hopeful that the three parties—the Mandatory Government, (he 
Arabs and ourselves—will now come together and work out a constructive 
policy for the future good and the development of Palestine. 


Professor Brodetsky’s View. 


The following exclusive statement on the Prime Minister's letter (0 
Dr. Weizmann has been made to us by Professor §. Brodetsky, M.A. 
member of the Zionist Executive. ° 

“The White Paper of Oetober 1930,” said Professor Brodetsky, © “4° 
in tone and substance the adumbration of a policy which, if carried into 
effect, would have put such obstacles in the way of Jewish immigrat\o” 
into Palestine and Jewish development upon the land and would have 
crystallised such an attitude towards the whole policy of the Jewis!

J ovwish enterprise. 

“The scandal of an almost complete exclusion of Jewish labour from 
Government and Municipal works is also dealt with, and‘an important 

rinciple laid down which, when carried into effect, will mean not only a 
larger participation of Jews in such works, but also that the right of such 
participation shall be taken into consideration im dcciding the labour 
omigration schedule. 

“The movement as a whole willhave to make up its mind about this 
document, but, as Dr. Weizmann has algeady said, the document represents 
the re-establishment of such conditions as ake co-operation between the 
Jewish people and the British Government possible. 

“It would be a mistake to suggest that this doeument represents 
the end of the situation created by the massacres of g\ugust, 1929, and 
their aftermath. The harm that has been done is too far-reaching to be 
pot right overnight by such a statement. We naturally attach the greatest 
value to the Prime Minister's letter, and gladly pay tribute to the desire 
of the Prime Minister and his colleagues in the Government to re-establish 
1clations of friendliness and confidcnea.betwcen the Jewish people and the 
Government. Much depends, however, on how the policy, as interpreted in 
the Prime Minister’s letter, will be converted into the facts of real life. 

I hope that all Jews will now turn to the next vital task before us, 
namely,:the practical work of the upbuilding of Palestine.” 

Professor Brodetsky said that the quéstion for the’ Congress of the 
/ionist Organisation and the Council of the Jewish Agency will be whether 
the conditions created by the Prime Minister's letter, and anything else 
that will have transpired until the Congress and the Council are held, will 
he such as te justify the resumption of complete confidence in and co-opera- 
tion with the Colonial Office and the Palcstine Administration.

ANALYSIS OF PRIME MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 


WORST POINTS OF WHITE PAPER REMAIN. 

A statement has been issued by the Executive Committee of the World

ce laves inter alia: The Prime Minister's letter explaining and interpreting 
the White Paper of October, 1930, is regarded by us as disappointing and

©! cetionable passages from the White Paper, it does not satisfy Jewish claims 
«| grievances with regard to British pelicy in Palestine ; it leaves the 
)itieal situation unaltered and merely tends to mislead the Jewish public 
© | arouse unjustified optimism, The White Paper remains the dominating 
do ument and the letter to Dr. Weizmann is only an “authoritative inter- 
) tation of the White Paper” cr. the matters with which the letter deals, 

It is clear that the negotiations between the representatives of the Jewish 
A-cney and the Committee of the Cabinet have been on the basis of the 
\\ hite Paper of 1930, despite the fact that the Actions Committee and the 
ited voice of Jewry have, from the very commencement, denounced any 
i cotiations on that basis, Further, the letter shows that the Jewish Agency, 
by having accepted the White Paper of 1922 (the Churchill Memorandum) 
hos been held to be hound by the White Paper of 1930, 


Land Policy. 

The letter announces the institution of a new Government enquiry 
a8 soon as possible * to ascertain what State and other land can be made 
‘\ailable for close settlement by Jews under Article 6 of the Mandate, 
What is the precise meaning of this when the White Paper itself is the result 
of the offieial accoptance of the view that there is no land available for Jewish 
* ttlement ? The omission of Transjordan from the Prime Minister's letter 
‘akes from that document any value which it might otherwise have had, 
80 far as land adjustment is conzerned. ‘The obnoxious restrictions on the 
transfer of lands in Palestine contained in the White Paper are to remain 
n force, with the added danger that the High Commissioner will, pending 
the establishment of a centralised control, have full powers to protect 
tenancy and Occupancy rights, including the rights of squatters, This 
Petsonal control by’ the High Commissioner, without a definite time limit, 
and without any adequate legal safeguard, is a development which cannot 
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but be wiewed with alarm, having regard for the treatment already meted 
out to Jewish purchasers of land attempting to take possession. It is one 
6f the most dangerous loopholes in the policy confirmed by the letter, pro- 
viding @ potent means of undermining Jewish work in Palestine. 
A Legislative Council Menace. 

The proposed establishment of a Legislative Council, the status of 
the Jewish Agency, and the creation of a Development Fund, are not even 
referred to in the Prime Minister's letter. On these points, therefore, tho 


_ ,White Paper presumably remains unaltered, without even reinterpretation. 


The Legislative Council foreshadowed in the White Paper has been bitterly 
opposed by Jews throughout the world, who regard amy such body as an 
Arab instrument which will, in a phrase frequently used by members of the 


_ Permanent Mandates Commission, make impossible the establishment of 


a Jewish National Home. 

The letter presents no fundamental improvement- in conditions of 
immigration. The Government insists also, in issuing immigration certificates, 
on taking into account the state of unemployment among Arabs as among 
Jews. This letter leaves unaltered paragraphs 27 and 28 of the White Payer, 
described by Lord Hailsham and Sir John Simon (letter in Trmes, November 
3rd) as one of the several departures from the obligations of the Mandate 
embodied in the White Paper. . 

Arabs Empowered to Stop Jewish National Home ___ 

The Prime Minister declares that the full solution of the problem of 
policy depends on an understanding between the Jews and the Arabs. This 
lays down the inacceptable principle that, until an understanding with the 
Arabs is reached, the British Government will continue its policy of passivity 
and will not turn towards that “‘active policy which the Mandate’s Com- 
mission repeatedly declared to be the duty of the Government. In effect, 
the Arabs are thus informed that they ate, by refusing an understending, 
in a position to make impossible the introduction of an “ active policy.” 

Dr. Weizmann’s Unfortunate Reply. 

Dr. Weizmann’s reply declares that “‘ we have reached clearness with 
regerd to a number of the fundamental issues of policy "* and that “ there 
has been re-established the basis for that co-operation on which our policy 
is founded."’ He must, however, be aware that such an optimistic endorse- 
ment gives full personal aeceptance to the White Paper of October, 1930, 
with the sole exceptions of the several re-interpretations. It should be the 
first duty of the Jewish public to make clear that Dr. Weizmann’s statement 
in no way represents Jewish feeling or Jewish opinion ;: that the letter 
by the Prime Minister cannot be regarded as satisfactory, inasmuch as it 
does not overthrow the White Paper of October, 1930, to which Jewry took 
such solid objection. | 

The letter by the Prime Minister is but the first stage of the negotiations. 
It is to be followed by the framing of administrative and legislative measures 


_ which are to govern the development of Palestine and the Jewish National 


Home. In these circumstances, Dr. Weizmann’s endorsement of the Prime 
Minister's letter must be regarded as prejudicial to amy further negotiations 
which Jewry may, in the future, in one form or another, carry on with the 
British Government. | 

The feeling of bitter disappointment produced by the White Paper 
will not be allayed by the Prime Minister's letter, and there will be no 
diminution of uncertainty or anxiety until all the projected legislative and 
administrative measures are known. Jewry cannot allow itself to be arti- 
ficially infused with a spirit of optimism for the purpose either of easing the 
financial situation of the Palestine Administration, or even of the Jewish 
Agency. 

In the second part of the negotiations the Jewish public must adopt 
a determined and unequivocal attitude. These negotiations must not be 
continued by the present leadership. Congress must first of all be convened, 
and Jewry must not be confronted with an arrangement which it will be 
compelled to repudiate, thus creating a painful situation which will prejudice 
the work of the future representatives of the Jewish Agency.

White Paper Legally Unaffected. 


‘DR. WEIZMANN STAMPEDING THE MOVEMENT. 


VITAL PROBLEMS WHICH ARE NOT RAISED. 


From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) . 


House OF COMMONS. 

The Government's letter to Dr. Weizmann has been the subject 
of much discussion among Members of Parliament this week. There 
is a general feeling of disappointment that the contents of the letter 
are worded in the vaguest possible way, and do not serve to remove 
much of the misunderstanding and resentment created by the 
publication of the Passfield White Paper, The latest letter, while 
it may involve an advance on the White Paper, is hopelessly 
insufficient to deal with the present situation in Palestine. It may 
be a so-called “d plomatic” success for the Zionist leader, but it 
will not deceive those who understand the problem in Palestine. 

In diplomatic circles it is asserted that, from the standpoint of 
international law, the Government's letter is a most ludicrous 
document, as it does not legally affect the contents of the White 
Paper, which is still legally enforceable despite the Prime Minister's 
assertion that the letter is to be regarded as an authoritative inter- 
pretation of the White Paper. 

Last Sunday in Paris I discussed the Government's letter with 
a Zionist whose reputation is world-wide. Here is what he said to 
me: “It did not take the Government very long to realise that Dr. 
Weizmann is a Colossus with feet of clay. They gave him clever 
and meaningless phrases which he loves so dearly, but there 
is no gain for the Jewish people. Take the part of the letter 
which deals with the control of the transfer of land to the Jews. 
| cannot imagine anything more indefinite and evasive in a 
Government document. But Dr. Weizmann is not satisfied with a 
personal victory, as he seesit. No, he goes further and tries to 

commit the whole Zionist Movement before there has been an 
opportunity to study the latest sample of his diplomacy. It 
is only’ too clear that his aim is to stampede the Zionist Movement 
into acteptance of the new terms of peace, so is to avoid a 
genuine discussion upon the letter at the forthcoming Zionist 
Congress. I think his tactics will fail this time, as the Jews are 
too suspicious of Government declarations.” 

Grasping at Shadows. 

Very little notice has so-far been taken of the ominous fact 
that the proposal to establish a Legislative Council in Palestine, 
contained in the White Paper, is completely ignored in the 
letter to Dr. Weizmann. This means that considerable power of a 
legislative character will be vested in the Arabs, who will be 
ab'e to hinder the work of ‘the Zionists at almost every point. 
Several experienced Parliamentarians who have had a close con- 
nection with the work.of the Leazue of Nations, draw attention to 
the fact that a Legislative Council at present in Palestine would 
destroy the yery snurpose which justified the formulation of the 
Palestine Mandate. If the Arabs are fit for a form of self-govern- 
ment, the case for the continued existence of the Mandate is con- 
siderably shaken and to some extent destroyed. On this vital 
subject Dr. Weizmann made no progress in the course of the 


- 


negotiations; but there is solid ground for revealing that, if the 
Zionist case had been properly bandled, a substantial concéssién 
could have been wrung from the Government. 1 make this asser- 
tion because of my close association with the views expressed in 
Ministerial cireles. Dr. Weizmann has shown too great a readiness 
to grasp the shadow for the substance, and his colleagues have wor- 
shipped at his shrine, regardless of the facts of the situation. 

Perhaps the most devastating criticism of the Government letter 
is to be found in the fact that the Arabs have thought fit to criticise 
it in the mildest possible way. Even Col. Howard-Bury, M.P., has 
thought it unnecessary to raise the matter in the House at question 
time in his usual way; as a matter of fact, he now wants to know 
the personnel of the new Development Commission, and seems quite 
satisfied with the letter. 

A Policy of Deception and Duplicity. | 

The new Development Loan, which will prove of inestimable 
benefit to the Arabs at the expense of the Jews, is also ignored 
in the Prime Minister's letter. Perhaps this is the most vital 
subject of all at present; yet there is not the slightest sign 
of the Government having yielded an inch, as the proposal will 
shortly take practical shape in the House of Commons. It is 
believed that Lord Passfield attaches great importance to the new 
Loan, which is a product of the fertile anti-Semitism which 
dominates the Palestine Administration. I am revealing no secret 
when I say that the Colonial Office is chuckling over the amazing 
tactics of the Zionist leader, who threw away a golden opportunity 
to achieve real victory, by slavishly and irrepressibly attempting to 
please the Government at every point of the negotiations. 
“ Diplomacy " has brought the Zionist movement to the brink of 
catastrophe; the ideals of the Jewish people have been toyed with. 
Dr. Weizmann's stock has gone up, but the stock of the Zionists 
has shown a decided slump. New leaders are more than ever 
necessary. The Jewish people should be told the whole truth, as 
there is nothing to be gained by a policy of deception and duplicity, 


Palestine Questions in Parliament.

NO CHANGE IN WHITE PAPER POLICY,

Galut conditions were 
no imposed by legislation, although they may have originally been 
p! -luced by oppression, and they could not be removed by acts of 
p,liament. The Jew wholived in surroundings, or in an atmos- 
pi ve, in which his racial characteristics, religious practices, social 
ho ts and cultural distinctiveness were denied freedom of expres- 
sion and display, even though the denial were not expressed in 
lev slation, lived in Galut. The creative mind of the Jew had 
su/cred by those conditions, and humanity. was all the poorer by 
the consequent loss... In the Ghetto the Jew at least had his com- 
persations. The strong religious spirit, the delight in the study 
of he Torah, moral purity, the ideal home life, observance of the 
«./ monial laws, were inexhaustible sources of strength, and created 
9 « use of spiritual superiority which could counteract the effects 
of politieal and social inferiority. But the average Western Jew of 
t. jay had toa very large extent lost these sources of inner strength, 
and political or social equality had not enhanced his self-respect or 
his desire to maintain his Jewish identiiy. It was only the Jewish 
ren aissanee of to-day, which had resulted from the revival of Jewish 
nationalism and the resuscitation of Hebrew, that would remedy 
the existing evil, and the establishment of a Jewish national, 
cultural and spiritual centre in Palestine would restore Jewish 
sel/ respect and revive the creative abilities of the Jewish mind 
all over the world. In conclusion, Dr. Daiches dwelt upon the

Books Reviewed. 


By HUGH HARRIs. B.A., 
Six Aspects of Jewish History. 


“ A HISTORY OF THE JEWS,” by Dr. Abram Leon Sachar (Knopf. 
©5.00), bears on its jacket the publishers’ statement that—“ Here 
the first time, the dramatic story of the Jewish race is com. 
> etely and adequately covered . . . a model of what a history should 
. no Sook like it in English.’ These claims are wild and 
.vaggerated. What the author (who is Director of the Hillel 
| .undation at the University of Miinois) has attempted is a work 
.ot of original research but of popular exposition. He has a bright 
id breezy style, of which the following sentence may be taken as 
mild example: “It is surprising that the dunder-pated oafs who 
swore by the legend, “Rich as a Jew, did not expect, when a 
Jew was burnt at the stake, to find precious gold im the charred 
remains.” Such a style may attract some readers, but it will certainly 
repel others. It is pseudo-Romanticism which can refer to the Jews 
ap 3 this colourful race.” There are nota few expressions which 
are decidedly infelicitous, as to call Philo “ the patron sairt of the 
Cabalists,” or Sura “The Mecca of Jewish culture.” Such loose 
expressions sometimes lead to actual misstatements, as—‘ To this 
day, many of the old-fashioned rabbis carry whole tomes (of the 
Talmud) in their minds, without missing so much as an accent.” 
We have put the last word in italics so as to call the more atten- 
tion to this rabbinical feat of memorising non-existent Talmudical 
accents. Apart from such exuberance of style, the work has some 
solid merits. The author has been successfal in his object of 
emphasising the social and cconomic, as we!l as the purely religious 
and philosophical, factors in Jewish history. He does well to stress 
the importance of points like the life and labour of the multitude, 
the development of social institutions, the rise of modern capitalism, 
the impact of science and Darwinism upon the Jewish outlook, the 
creation of trade unions and their effect upon social life. Again, he 
wisely emphasises the interpenetration of Jewish and European 
history. Thus the horrors of Jewish life in the Middle Ages are 
seen as part of the general medieval darkness, while the emancipa- 
tion movements of the late nineteenth century are shown to be the 
natural sequel to the Irdustrial Revolution. Dr. Sacbar has at least 
given us alively and stimulating presentation of a subject which 
can never lend itself to any final or uniform interpretation. 

“ A JEWISH Book oF Days,” by Dr. Cecil Roth (Edward Goldston, 
7s. 6d), presents Jewish history in a novel and attractive setting. 
For every day of the year, some event of which it is the anniversary 
has been described in a pithy paragraph. In his intreductory note 
the author disarms possible critics by candidly explaining his 
difficulties of compilation. He has been compelled for practical and 
scientific reasons to adopt the secular instead of the Jewish 
calendar as a basis, and to begin with the post-Talmudic era, when 
the Julian (and later the Gregorian) system of reckoning was 
generally established. Moreover, he has been forced from historio- 
yraphie reasons largely to confine his choice of events to Western 
Europe. Then comparatively unimportant events have sometimes 
had to be included in order to ensure an entry for everyday. Again, 
the tragic character of modern Jewish history has perforce tended 
to make the record rather a lugubrious and undiversified one. Nor 
is it easy to distil the aroma of human life ard achievement into 
episodic paragraphs. Such difficulties as these have been frankly 
recognised and faced, and the result is, within its self-imposed 
limits, a picturesque series of glimpses into our people's past. 

“A History oF THE Jews in Sovuta AFrica,” by Mr. Louis 
Herrman (Gollancz, 12s. 6d.), covers the period from the earliest 
times to 1895. It arose out of an enquiry into the history of the 
Cape Town Hebrew Congregation. This developed into the present 
work, the writing and publication of which have been rendered 
possible by the liberality of the Mother Synagogue of South African 
Jewry. With Portugal's colonial activities in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries Jews were intimately connected. As scientists 
and cartographers, mariners and interpreters, they actively assisted 
the great voyages of discovery of Prince Henry the Navigator, 
Bartholomeu Diaz, and Vasco da Gama. After the Expulsion 
the Marranos played a_ foremost part in the Portuguese 
India trade via the Cape, and its subsequent transference 


to Holland and England in the seventeenth and eighteenth 


centuries. It was not until the end of the Dutch East India 
Company's rule of the Cape in 1795, that a Jew might asa citizen 
openly declare and practise his religion. In 1806 the British 
Government assured the principle, if not yet the full practice, of 
religious equality. By 1841 enough observing or orthodox Jews had 
settled in the country to permit the establishment of an organised 
Jewish community, and eight years afterwards the first South 
African Synagogue was opened in Cape Town. After 1570. the 
number and constitution of South African Jewry were profoundly 
affected by ‘the discovery of the diamond and gold mines. The 
trade in precious metals attracted many Jews, not a few of 
whom speedily came to be numbered among the country’s financial 
magnates. In 1882 there began a second wave of Jewish immigra- 
tion, this time of settlers from Eastern Europe driven abroad by 
Persecution. These later immigrants became enterprising traders 
among the rural population, and more than one South African town 


started as the place of a Jewish storekeeper. Not till later did they 
begin to branch out into agriculture and manufacturing. In 1895 
there Were Synagogues at Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, Durban, 
Kimberley and Johannesburg. Events were already ripening in the 
north for the unhappy struggle which was to convulse South Africa. 
The Jews of the Rand could not but take sides in the agitation for 
political enfranchicement, forming as they did a not inconsiderable 
proportion of the Uitiander population. Such is the bald outline of 
Mr. Herrman’s eminently successful pioneer work in a hitherto 
neglected field of Jewish history. The author reminds us that one 
of the very few who had made some contribution to the subject was 
the present Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, who in 1905 delivered a lecture, 
entitled “The Jew in South Africa,” to the South African Zionist 
Conference. 

“LA REVOLUTION JuIVE DE 65-70,’ by Dr. Solomon Zeitlin 
(L’ Univers Israélite, Paris), is a French translation of a communica- 
tion made to the American Historical Association by the learned 
Professor at the Dropsie College of Philadelphia. It takes the form 
of a comparative study between this Jewish Revolution, the French 
Revolution and the Russian Revolution. The course of events in 
Judea during the years 65-70 are compared, both with the happenings 
in France from 1789 to 1794, and also with the revolutionary struggle 
in Russia from 1905 to 1917. The Herodian dynasty, the French 
royalists, the Russian Tsarists; the Zealots, the Girondists, the 
Kerensky Party ; the Sicarii, the Jacobins, the Bolsheviks—such are 
the comparisons made in this illuminating essay. We have here an 
excellent example of how history repeats itself, and of the truth of 
the biblical aphorism that “ there is no new thing under the sun.” 

“ RICHMOND AND ITS JEWISH CONNECTIONS ” (privately printed at 
Richmond, Surrey), was originally delivered as a lecture. As the 
first Jew to occupy the position of Mayor of Richmond, Mr. Howitt 
has taken a natural pleasure in having been able to provide this 
testimony to the fact that the association of the Jews with the 
Ancient and Royal Borough is not entirely a thing of recent years. 
Much interesting material is here assembled. In the eighteenth 
century Jews settled in large numbers along the Thames Valley. 
So great was the number of Jewish families in the neighbourhood 
that, at the time of the famous “Jew Bill” of 1753, it was noised 
abroad that they had the intention of purchasing the town of Brent- 
ford and converting it into a Republic of their own. One of the 
illustrious leaders of the local Jewish community was Moses Hart, 
the founder of the Great Synagogue in London. His daughter, Mrs. 
Judith Levy, was known as “the richest woman of the Tribe of 
Judah” and the “ Queen of Richmond Green.” This publication has 
twelve illustrations, which are mostly reproduced—many of them 
for the first time—from originals in the author's own collection. 
A special welcome must be accorded the labours of one who is not 
a professional scholar, but who has the enthusiasm to devote him- 
self to the study and e!ucidation of local Jewish history. 

“THe Lost Trines A Myth,” by Professor Allen H. Godbey 
(Duke University Press, 34s.), reachés us from the town of Durham, 
North Carolina, through the agency of the Cambridge University 
Press in England. The object of the book is apparently to 
prove that the story of the lost ten tribes of Israel was 
invented by the Jews to support their pretension that the 
Jewish race was ethnically distinct from other races. It cannot 
be recommended to those who believe that a work of scholarship 
sould be courteous in tone, patient in exposition, and persuasive in 
a*gument. The author seems a specialist in the vocabulary of abuse 
anl braggadocio. It was an original idea of his to write a preface 
containing self-praises of his own book and quotations from the 
testimonials of his friends. The critic of his work is told that he 
“discredits himself at the outset.” Polemical discussion with 
f>!lowers of another school of thought would, he says, be worse than 
useless, since they are a “circle of psittacine commentators and 
instructors. inevitable obscurantists through the limitations of their 

eading.” On turning to his Bibliography we find the following 
comment on the valuable Jewish History written by Messrs. Margolis 
and Marx: “Not quoted in this volume. The Jewish authors have 


not written to give their people the abundant knowledge of ancient 
' Palestine which has long been the common property of all Semitic 


scholars, bui to present the sectarian apologetic long ago invented by 
the Orthodox traditional Jew. They merely repeat that interpretation 
of ancient Palestinian history which orthodox Jews have circulated 
for two thousand years.” Such is the spirit of prejudice that 
animates our author's contribution towards what he calls 
“rewriting Hebrew history.”

The Religion of Beautiful Harmony. 


A JOYOUS JUDAISM, 


The Rev. H. Mayerowitsch gave an address on “ Chassidim, their 
Life and Music,” ata meeting of the Great Synagogue Guild for 
Social Service on Sunday evening in the hall of the Great Syna.- 
gogue, St. James's Place. 

Dr. M. Erstery, M.A., who presided over a large gathering, said 
that in the development of Chassidism, music, dancing, wine and 
brandy played an important part; for the Chassid believed that one 
of the best ways of serving God was to be jolly, and he was jolly. 

Before the lecture began, Mr. J. MenNDELOWITCH referred to the 
loss that Mr. 1. Dainow, the Secretary of the Great Synagogue and 
the Guild, had had in the death of his wife, and moved that a vote 
of condolence be accorded to him. | 

The Rey. H. MAYEROWITSCH said that he was born and brought 
up in Chassidic atmosphere, He spoke of the early history 
of the Chassidic movement and of its founder, the Bal Shem Tob. 
It was the general belief that the T7zadikim (Chassidic leaders) were 
in the counsel of the Eternal and could influence the decrees passed 
in Heaven. One went even so far as to say that the Tzadik orders and 
Almighty God carries out. For the Chassidim, the Tzadik was solicitor, 
physician, encyclopedia, museum, medicine chest and Shadchan. 
Chassidim became a brotherhood second to none. No Chassid ever 
appealed to his brother Chassidim without being helped in the most 
munificentway. Following on therule laid down inthe Bible in regard 
to the pilgrimage three times a year to Jerusalem, every Chassid 
worthy of the name journeyed at least three times a year to the 7zadik 
or tothe tomb of the Tzadik. It was really interesting to watch the 
arrival of the Chassidim ona Friday or on the eve of a Festival. 
Every train brought loads of them. Some arrived with big 
luggage, some with small suit-cases, some had their belongings tied 
up in a big red handkerchief, some carried only a Tallit bag which 
indicated that they had probably pawned even the TJallit and 
Tephillin in order to cover the expenses of the journey. The 
Tzadikim strongly advocated the joys of life. Rabbi Nahman 
b. Simcha of Bratzlav, one of the most famous Tzadikim of the 
eighteenth century, said: “ Joy prevails in spheres of liberty. 
Commonsense is strengthened by joy. : 


GOD 18 WITH THE JOYFUL MAN; 


the sad man is forsaken by God. Man must try to drown his sorrows 
and troubles in beautiful song; melody and song lead the heart of 
man to God.” Rabbi Nahman found in melody the essence of all 
thought; he discovered melody in the whole Universe, in every 
man’s soul, Nature was saturated with melody, Heaven and earth 
were full of song. The man who heard this melody became purified 
and inspired to lead a new life, especially if he could understand 
also the dance which produced a complete harmony through its 
rhythm. Every limb in the body contained in itself a rhythm which 
corresponded to the rhythm of the melody, There was a rhythm in 
the movement of the head, of the limbs and in the movement of the 
whole body. The melody appeared more complete if it was fitted 
with poetry, because the rhythm of verse in combination with the 
melody produced a complete harmony. The music and dances so 
extensively employed by the Chassidim were medieval in style and 
most emotional in character. The tunes were generally in a minor 
key. Mr. Mayerowitsch gave a description of the taking of the 
Sabbath and Festival meals by the Chassidim at. the table of the 
Tzadik, Sabbath was observed by praying, aeting, drinking, singing 
and dancing. There were at the present time still thousands of 
Jews who faithfully cherished the instructions, ethics, stories and, 
above all, the inspiring melodies of the Chassidim. 

During his lecture, the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch rendered a number 
of Chassidic melodies. He was assisted at the piano by Mr. David 
Levine and by some of the choir-boys of the Great Synagogue. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Mayerowitsch, 
said that one regretted that while (hassidism had many followers in 
the East End of London, they should not have come to the West 
End and put some life into the dead Judaism there. 


The vote was seconded by Mr, I. W. Goldberg, supported by Mr.

}MPORTANT DIVORCE DECISION.Mys. WooLr (née 
Teracl), of Woburn Mansions, Francis Street, W., appealed successfully before 
th. Master of the Rolls and Lords Justices Lawrence and Romer against a 
judment of the President (Lord Merrivale), in the Divorce Court, dismissing 
her petition for the dissolution of her marriage with Mr. Erie Bowers Woolf, 
on ‘he ground of his adultery at the Rock Gardens Hotel, Bognor, in July, 
1900, with a woman unknown. The hearing of the petition was reported in 
Tye Jewrsm CHronicie of 7th November, 1930. Lord Merrivale in his 
ju ment said that Mr, Woolf was apparently a respectable Jewish tradesman 
w! had separated from his wife. He desired to have the marriage diss¢ ilved, 
an he and a woman unnamed resorted to an hotel, and a chambermaid saw 
thon. But there was no evidence to show that Mr. Woolf was likely to be 
gui! of promiscuous adultery. He did not find that adultery was proved, 
an. dismissed the petition. Mr. Rayner Goddard, K.C. (for Mrs. Woolf), 
gai’ the first ground of appeal was that Lord Merrivale refused to infer 
adultery: on evidence certainly not less strong than had been habitually 
rived in the Divorce Division and the Ecclesiastical Courts for the past 
1) years. There was a practice now, requiring stringent inquiries to be 
maie as to the name of the woman. “This case has been brought,” 
continued Mr. Goddard, “as it is of considerable interest to the 
mblic to know how far the requirements of the court are justified.” 
The Master of the Rolls, giving judgement, said the parties to a suit must 
not be allowed to obtain divorce by devices which prevented a true knowledge 
of the facts coming before the Court. ‘ At the same time,” he added, “ we 
ha.« to administer the law as laid down. But it appears that the President 
ha. super-mdded something to the law, and it was on that question that the 
appeal eame before the Court. Mr. Woolf was found spending a week-end 
with a woman at a seaside hotel. The Court ought to be satisfied that 
adultery had been committed.’ The appeal was allowed, and Mrs. Woolf was 
granted a deerce nisi, with costs against her husband, to be made absolute 
within 14 days. 


ACTION BY BOXING REFEREER.--Before the Lord Chief 
Justice and a special jary, in the King’s Bench Division on Tuesday, 
a settlement was arrived at of this action in which Mr. Matthew Wells (better 
known as “*Matt Wells "), the boxing referee, of 263, Union Street, 
Blackfriars, claimed damages from mcmbers of the British Boxing 
Board of Control, of 4, St. Mary Axe, E.C., for alleged wrongful suspension 
of his licence as a referee, after a boxing match between Frank Genaro 
and Ernie Jarvis, 2t which Mr. Wells was referee.

DR. CARPENTER'’S PROTEST. 

An Ordinary Meeting of the Commercial Gas Company was held on Thursday, 
February 12th, at the Cannon Street Hotel, London, E.C, 

Dr. Charles Carpenter, C.B.E., M.Inst.C.E. (the Chairman), presided. 

The General Manager and Secretary (Mr. F. J. Bradfield) having read the 
aotice convening the meeting, 

The Chairman said:—Ladies and gentlemen,—Before dealing with the 
report and accounts for the past 12 months, I think | ought to say a word or two 
as to how it has come about that I am occupying to-day a chair so worthily filled 
for 31 years by Mr, William Graham Bradshaw, and why, at a time of life when 
most men seek a relief from some of their business responsibilities, I have under- 
taken the serious tasks associated with the chairmanship of this historic and 
important undertaking. In order to make my attitude in this matter clear 
I must refer shortly to the particular position in which the gas industry finds 
itself to-day. It has existed for over a century, for the first half as a practical 
monopoly in the distribution of light from a central souree, and for the latter in 
competition with other fuels, with oil, and with electric energy. 

GAS UNDERTAKINGS AND COMPETITION. 

Now a certain balance of power, of more or less equilibrium of service, came 
about as between all those interests, and the gas industry occupied among them 
a definite standing of accepted usefulness and financial security. One fine day, 
however, politics intervened, and all three parties, ever on the look-out to make 
their platforms attractive, saw in the magic word “ Electricity * the opportunity 
they sought, and as a consequence those responsible for the supply of gas to-day 
are faced, not with competition of the ordinary commercial kind, but with State- 
aided, State-boosted electricity. It happens—I am entitled to no credit for 
what has been the result of a sequence of fortuitous accidents—-that I have had 
throughout my life an unusually intimate association with the gas supply of the 
Metropolis, and when Mr. Bradshaw invited me in the first instance to become 
a member of this board, and later take upon my shoulders the responsibilities 
of its chairmanship, I accepted a proposal of which, highly flattering though it 
was, I would have been glad under other circumstances to be relieved. Ladies 
and gentlemen, the Company owes a great debt to Mr. Bradshaw for the sound 
and admirable manner in which it has developed during the long years of his 
chairmanship, and before this meeting terminates I hope one of you will see to 
it that an expression of our appreciation becomes included in our record of this 
day's proceedings. 
THE AGREEMENT WITH THE SOUTH METROPOLITAN COMPANY 
The most important happening in the Company's affairs during the past 
year waa, | think you will agree, the agreement with the South Metropolitan 
Company. This was fully explained at the special meeting of the proprietors 
held on July 30th last, and there is no necessity for me to deal with it in detail 
to-day, but you will notice from the directors’ report on the front of the accounts 
that the applications for the exchange of stock, which was one of the 


s principal conditions of the agreement, exceeded the amount offered. It is, of 


course, too soon to discuss the benefits accruing to the Company under it, but 
your directors believe that: material advant will result, and they have every 
confidence that future accounts will justify that belief. 
The one disappointing feature of our 12 months’ working has been the falli 
off in the consumption of gas. This is down by just over 6 per cent., compa 
with the corresponding period of 1929. 1 do not want to minimise this, for it 
is a fact the bearing of which we cannot disregard, and which is engaging our 
very serious attention, but I must point out that the comparison is made of a 
mild season with a hard one, and that our own experience is shared by most other 
undertakings similarly situated, We not only supply heat for cooking food, 
but also for warming houses, and while the former requirement is fairly steady, 
the latter flactuates with climatic conditions. There is no doubt, too, that tra 
depression has a similar effect upon us as upon others engaged in supplying the 
wants of our civilisation, and that we are feeling the results of enforced economy 
in the use of one of our everyday conveniences, It is, however, gratifying to 
state that the output to date this year exceeds that of the i 


of 1930, 
| THE DIVIDEND. 

Financially we have had quite a good year. We have reduced our capital 
account by some £14,000, partly by the sale of surplas property and partly by 
writing down assets. This is very satisfactory. We have increased the balance 
carried to the net revenue aceount by £20,454, a result due to savings in all items 
of expenditure. After adding a saving of £2,813 for interest and deducting the 
deficit of £9,918 on the previous year's working, the net result is that the 
to be carried forward to the current year is increased by £13,349. You will, I 
am sure, agree that these figures fully justify the directors recommending a 
dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum fer the past half-year. The dividend 
for the last half of the previous year, you will remember, was 34 per cent. per 
annum, but [ would remind you that there is no difference on the full year. For 
the first and second halves of the year 1929 dividends of 24 per cent. and 34 per 
cent. respectively were paid, whereas for the. year under review the dividends 
for both half-years, if the recommendation being submitted to-day is approved, 


_, will be 3 per cent., making 6 per cent. for the year. 


It may be noticed that the sums shown in the balance-sheet under employees’ 
pension fund and amount invested are very much less than last year. Hitherto 
it has been the practice to show the pension fund investments in the accounts, 
but as these moneys are invested in the names of the trustees of the fund and 
are not the property of the Company it has been decided not to show the amount 
in the balance-sheet in future.

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The Other Noah.

T is an amusing game to analyse our 
thoughts and trace the particular mental 
process which leads us to think of any 
individual thing. I often ask my 

friends “ Now what made you think of that?” 
when. in the middle of a conversation, they 
will suddenly break off and start a mew train 
of thought. Often the-most trivial connection 
will be found as a link in the mental. chain, 
Now what made me think of Noah? Was it 
a heavy shower of rain, or was it a copy of the 
NEW YORK HERALD lying on my library 
table? You will see how the paper comes 
into it presently. Anyway, I got my subject 
for a Chat, not the Noah of the Bible but the 
other Noah, Mordecai Manwel Noah, Who 
was he? I will tell you, 

A LINK WITH GRORGE WASHINGTON. 

Noah was an American Jew and was born 
in Philadelphia in 1785. His father had taken 
an active part in the War of Independence 
when America broke away from Britain, and 
George Washington attended Noah's parents’ 
wedding. They died when Mordecai wasa boy 
and he had to’fend for himself. He largely 
educated hiniself and took up journalism. 
Perhaps it was family tradition that caused 
him to write in favour of war with Britain, 
which broke out in 1812, His pungent style 
of writing involved him in several duels, then 
a usual way of settling disputes. 

A BARGAIN WITH PIRATES. 

Noah had shown that he was no ordinary 
man. He possessed personality and talent, 
and in 1813 he was appointed by the United 
States Government as Consulin Tunis. While 
there he was commissioned to secure the 
liberation of the crew of an American vessel 
who had been captured by pirates. He accom- 
plished his mission very satisfactorily. In 
these negotiations with the pirates, he was 
carrying on a Jewish tradition. He was a 
Sephardi, and the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews long maintained a fund for the liberation 
of coreligionists who happened to be captured 
by pirates, in those days very active along the 
North African coast. 

NOAH’S VERSATILITY, 

Noah returned to America in 1816 and 
settled in New York, where he held succes- 
sively the posts of Sheriff, Judge and Sur. 
veyor of the port of New York. He continued 
his activities as a writer and was connected 
with seven or eight different papers. He 
helped to found the NEW YORK HERALD, 
now one of the greatest newspapers across 
the Atlantic. He wrote books and produced 
a number of successful plays. There seemed no 
limits to the man’s extraordinary versatility. 

ARARAT, 

For us Jews Noah deserves to be remem- 
bered as an early Zionist. His travels in 
Europe when Consul at Tunis had revealed 
to him the disabilities under which his co. 
religionists lived, just as many years later it 
was the anti-Semitism surrounding the 
Dreyfus case which directed the thoughts of 
Theodor Herzl to the project of a Jewish 
State. Noah believed that Palestine was the 
only logical home for the Jews, but he also 
thought that they needed a period of prepara. 
tion and a temporary place of refuge pending 
their return to the land of their fathers, With 
this object in view he purchased, in co-opera- 
tion with a benevolent Christian friend, a 


large tract of land near the Great Lakes, not 
far from Buffalo; and he proposed to call his 
new colony “ Ararat,” the choice being deter- 
mined by his own surname. He issued a 
proclamation to the Jews of the world calling 
on them to rally to the cause. The call was 
premature. The Jews were not ready. The 
plan came to naught, and all that remains ts 
the foundation-stone of the proposed colony, 
which is preserved in the rooms of the 
Buffalo Historical Society. 

Headed with the first verse of the POW, the 
inscription reads: “ Ararat, a City of Refuge 
for the Jews, founded by Mordecai Manue! 
Noah, in the month Tizri, 5585, Sept., 1825 
and in the 50th year of American Independ. 
ence.” Although this scheme failed, Noah 
retained his belief in Jewish restoration, and 
in 1844 he delivered a great speech to a large 
gathering of Christians entitled “ Discourse 
on the Restoration of the Jews,” which was 
afterwards published in book form. Seven 
years later, he died. Mordecai Manuel Noah 
deserves to be remembered as a great man 
and a great Jew.
